Berlin, May 10—(AP)—At one minute past midnight 


Thursday flag-bedecked traffic will end the epic of blockaded 
Berlin.That's 4:01 p. m., Central Standard Time, Wednesday. 


So far there hasn't been a hitch in final arrangements. 
Gen. V. I. Chuikov, Soviet commander in Germany, and 


the western powers both have ordered that transport, trade 
and communication services between their zones resume at 
that time. 


Things will revert to the 


way they were on March 1, 
1948, when the blockade be- 
gan. Highways to Open 


Sixteen freight trains .will 


move into the city daily. High- 
ways will be open. The So- 
viet's won't—or at least say 
they won't—demand travel 
permits. They also say they'll 
not try to search allied bag- 
gage. Mail service will be 
resumed.

Hattman's body was found in a room 
of the Roosevelt hotel here Last Dec. 14. 


The 
defense 
and prosecution 


yesterday presented vastly differ- 
ent versions of events leading to 
the dlath of Hattman. 


Barngrover pictured Hattman 


as a man who took Dr. Rutledge's 
statuesque blond wife, Sydney, 23, 
on a party, plied her with liquor 
and "then took her to her apart- 
ment where by clever design he 
seduced and debauched her." 


The defense attorney said tlie 


physician did not "knowingly in- 
flict the wo'und that resulted m 
Hattman's death.'' 


He said Mrs. Rutledge also would 


testify and give details of the "sor- 
did chapter" of her association 
with Hattman. 


County Attorney William Criss- 


man told the jury the slaying took 
place "in the perpetration of rob- 
bery due to motives of unsuccess- 
ful blackmail and extortion, jeal- 
ousy and robbery." 


He said Rutledge got into the 


hotel room by a ruse and lay in 
wait more than three hours.

ther's invitation to negotiate thJit 
Ford returned his formal assent. 


Almost immediately the initial 


session was arranged- -in the same 
Detroit building where the futile 
peace talks of last Thursday col- 
lapsed shortly after 
the strike 


deadline last Thursday. 


Declining Reuther's proposal for 


a debate, Ford said "nothing use- 
ful" could be accomplished. 


The union president had sug- 


gested that he and Ford meet on 
a rostrum in Briggs stadium, home 
of the Detroit Tigers baseball 
team, before a mass meeting of 
Ford workers. 


No Emotional Appeal 


"The 
issues," Ford said, "must 


be resolved on their merits and by 
conscientious effort at the bargain 
ing table by both parties, and not 
by emotional appeal." 


Reuther asked Ford's personal 


presence at the negotiations so 
that he would be "apprized of all 
the facts in the situation which 
you obviously do not have." 


However, Ford said he was leav- 


ing the negotiations to John S. 
Bugas, vice president in charge of 
industrial relations who headed 
the company team in the previous 
talks. 


As Ford negotiations gave rise 


to hopes for peace on that dispute, 
there was other trouble in the 
intnistry.

for future charter changes. 


The GOP steps 
to 
prrsuadc- 


voters to approve gateway were 
these: 


1. Senator Wallace Thompson 


(R-Galesburg) brought in a joint 
resolution to set up a 10-legislator 
group to report by June 1 on how 
the gateway ballot proposal should 
be worded, and to suggest argu- 
ments for gateway that could be 
sent in advance to voters. 


2. Thompson, the senate GOP 


•majority leader, is drawing up 
bills to change the ballot law to 
help gateway win. 
Tentatively, 


they would print the proposal on 
a special ballot—possibly in a baby 
blue color to get attention. They 
also would require election clerks, 
under penalty, to make sure that 
voters "put the gateway ballot in 
the ballot box. 


The gateway amendment, aimed 


at liberalizing amending of the 
charter, has failed five times since 
1892, chiefly because voters failed 
to vote on it and thus in effect 
voted against it. Adoption requires 
a favorable majority of all votes 
cast in the election. 


The GOP's gateway plar>, al- 


ready approved by the senate as a 
substitute for the defeated Demo- 
cratic plan for a convention to 
rewrite the charter, is expected 
to win house approval tomorrow. 


It would allow three instead of 


one amendment to be submitted 
at one time. More important, it 
would permit adoption of future 
amendments by a two-thirds ma- 
jority of those voting 
on the 


amendment. 


Some senators said spokesmen 


for the Chicago Bar association, 
who wanted a constitutional con- 
vention instead of the gateway, 
plan to ask that the gateway pro- 
posal be broadened to permit adop- 
tion of future amendments by a 
simple majority, instead of a two- 
thirds majority. 


Republican reaction to this was 


mixed. Many legislators, especial- 
ly those who opposed con-con, say 
that would be going too far.

Bonus for the Hired Man 


How woul you figure the bonus 


*or commission for your hired man ? 
Say you are to pay him $125 a 
month for general farm work, 
then pay him something extra to 
encourage better care of your pigs 
and steers. 


Such a question was put to C. F. 


Bayles, farm adviser, by one of 
his Tazewell county livestock pro- 
ducers. 
He turned the question 


over to J. B. Cunningham, Uni- 
versity of Illinois farm manage- 
ment specialist, and this was his 
suggestion: 


On a hog and feeder cattle 


farm, a fair bonus might be 25 
to 75 cents per hundred pounds of 
pork and beef produced during the 
year. If you raise 70,000 pounds 
of pork and beef and the bonus 
is 50 cents a hundred, your hired 
man would receive $350 extra for 
the year. This, of course, on top 
of his regular wages of $125 a 
month. 


You might arrange to pay the 


bonus if the hired man would stay 
'til the end of the year, or in pro- 
portion to the months worked. 


The bonus would vary of course 


among diffen-nt livestock farms. 


a creep will help cut down baby 
pig losses. 
You can cut your 


losses from injuries and death, and 
you'll also get faster gains on the 
young pigs. 


The University e x p e r i m e n t 


showed that when you keep sows 
and litters in small groups—one, 
two, or three sows and their 
litters—and the sows are self-fed 
shelled corn and a good supple- 
ment, there's little advantage in 
creep-feeding pigs. 


Federal Program 


Larry Simerl, Illinois College of 


Agriculture economist and farm 
policy specialist, today pointed out 
that agriculture secretary Bran- 
nan's estimates of the cost of the 
government's new farm program 
are even higher than some esti- 
mates.

Russia's Hand in Europe Is Seen 


Greek Reds' Offer to End War 
By

ON BRIDGE 


Bridge Popularity 


Ever Increasing 
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What with all the excitement over the lifting of the Ber- 


lin blockade, the Greek Communists' bid to end the civil 
war did not get a lot of attention. Yet the offer is interesting 
as well as important, since it is of a piece with the rest of 
current Communist strategy in Europe. 


Taken by itself, the - guerrillas' willingness to negotiate 


peace would have been hard to understand. They had scored 
some recent gains, and appeared to be winning such engage- 
ments as were important enough to warrant the cost of ca- 
bles from American correspondents. 
Then suddenly they 


offered to begin peace talks through the mediation of the 
United Nations. 
It was quite a generous offer, too. The rebels did not 


insist, as they had before, that the American and British 
military missions withdraw as a preliminary to negotiations. 
They said they would agree to a neutral, non-political in- 
terim government. They proposed free elections under UN 
supervision and promised to abide by the results. 


The only conditions laid down were_that_^ny_agreement 


should respect the independence of Greece, and that the 
election supervisors should not be made up exclusively of 
representatives of the western government. 


The guerrilla government's minister of justice who made 


the offer, was both naive and realistic about what would hap- 
pen after the elections. He said that it would be up to the 
new government, whatever its complexion, to decide whether 
Greece should continue to get Marshall plan aid. He also 
said, more sensibly, that "everything depends on the Amer- 
icans." 


Naturally, any decision on future aid would depend on 


the American government. And Washington would scarcely 
be expected to continue helping Greece if, as the guerrillas 
predict, the Communists should win the election. However, 
the naive statement may have been meant as a face-saver. 
How much sincerity there is in the rest of the Communist 
proposal remains to be seen. 


Undoubtedly the rebel leaders had their orders from 


Moscow to start calling the whole thing off. at least for the 
time being. This, with the Berlin negotiations, seems to offer 
unmistakable proof that the Soviet government is going to 
give Europe a spell of quiet and relaxation while it concen- 
trates more time, money and energy in the Far East. 


It also seems to prove that the recent tactics in Europe 


have been inconvenient and expensive for Russia as well as 
for the United States. The western powers' counter-blockade 
put an economic squeeze on the Soviet sector of Berlin. And 
whatever help Russia and the satellites were giving the Greek 
rebels could probably be used to better advantage elsewhere. 


Po the Soviets seem to want a breather in their two-front 


cold war. But they can scarcely ease their own tension with- 
out easing ours as well. An end of the airlift and of the Greek 
war will relieve this country of anxiety as well as expense 
It will give our government more time to think about the 
next Communist moves which, most likely, will come in the 
East. 


It is to be hoped that Washington will take this time that 


is being offered and do some hard and clever thinking. Right 
now the government hasn't much Far Eastern policy except 
to stop throwing good money after bad in China. That is 
neither very positive nor very promising. It is obviously 
necessary for the United States to get ready for the next 
round.

fully examined to find out the 
exact location of the tumor before 
an operation is considered. 


Such tests include 
examining 


the muscular strength, the vision 
and hearing, and the nerve reac- 
tions. Fluid must be removed from 
the spinal canal or the openings in 
the brain and examined.

fluids may be mjectod into the 
canal which will show up in X- 
rays and thus help in locating the j 
tumor.

Air can be injected into the] 


spaces in the brain—this sounds I 
worse than it is—and this, too, j 
helps to locate the area of the 
tumor. In some cases, measuring 
the electrical waves which pass 
through the brain is also of great 
value. 
SEVERAL KINDS 


There 
are 
several 
kinds of 


tumors as well as many loca- 
tions. Some grow slowly and are 
"benign;" others are rapidly grow- 


ing and "malignant" In spite of 
all these difficulties, however, a 
great many tumors can be found 
and successfully removed surgi- 
cally. 


If it is found possible to- re- 


move all of the tumor tissue they 
will not grow back. If the tumor 
has not destroyed important parts 
of the brain tissue, complete re- 
covery is possible. 


Today many brain tumors can 


be discovered early and can be 
successfully 
removed 
by 
the 


highly skilled surgical methods 
which have been developed.

though there are still tragedies 
from brain tumors, progress has 
been great and the results are 
continuing to improve.

INV to Install "two-Way 


Radio on All Vehicles 


Mobile two-way radio equip- 


ment will be installed this summer 
in 80 cars and trucks of the Illinois 
Northern Utilities 
company to 


speed up the utility's field opera- 
tions 
involved in maintaining 


electric service to more than 
75,000 homes, farms, stores and 
factories located in the company's 
service area of 4,500 square miles 
in northern Illinois, G. B. Fluehr, 
president of the company, an- 
nounced today. 


A veritable I.N.U. radio net- 


work, operating on a short wave 
frequency of 158,130 kilocycles, 
will be established throughout the 
area, Mr. Fluehr said. In addition 
to the mobile equipment, the com- 
pany will install and operate 11 
fixed stations to be located at 
Dixon, Belvidere, Freeport, Ore- 
gon, Sandwich, Mendota, Prophets- 
town, Sterling, Lena, Alpha and 
Aledo. 
The exact sites of the 


stations 
have 
not 
yet 
been 


selected. 


Can Boost Power 


Mr. Fluehr explained that under 


normal conditions involving only 
routine directions to the company's 
construction and service forces in 
the field, each fixed station will 
communicate only with the mobile 
equipment operating within range 
of the station's normal power of 
50 watts. 
However, in emergen- 


cies, such as destruction of lines 


by sleet storms or tornadoes, the 
sending and receiving power of 
the stations at Dixon, Belvidere 
and Freeport can be increased to 
250 watts to provide direct com- 
munication from station to station 
for the purpose of mobilizing all 
available forces and equipment to 
the scene of the emergency. If 
necessary, the range of the sta- 
tions can be increased by using 
the mobile units to provide a 
relay system between stations and, 
within limits, the mobile units 
can communicate directly with 
each other. 


Amateurs Helped 


Mr. Fluehr pointed out that 


severe storms which disrupt elec- 
tric service lines usually destroy 
wire communications at the same 
time. 
Amateur radio operator: 


and police radio stations have, in 
the past, given invaluable assist- 
ance to the company in the work 
of restoring electric service fol- 
lowing storms which have dis- 
rupted telephone communications 
as well, Mr. Fluehr said. 


"Electricity is so vital to the 


ways of life today that we feel a 
keen responsibility to our cus- 
tomers to maintain our service to 
them as constant as possible at 
all times," Mr. Fluehr said. "With

SOP Says to Try 
Governor's State 


Police Plan First 


Springfield, I1L, May 10— (AP) 


—A Republican senator today call- 
ed on Democratic Governor Ste- 
venson to "try out" his non-politi- 
cal state police plan for two years 
on a voluntary basis before trying 
to put it into law. 


"We don't want to buy a pig 


in a poke," said Senator Charles 
F. Carpentier (R-East Moline). He 
told a reporter: 
•» 


Is He Sincere 


"If the governor is sincere about 


taking the state police out of poli- 
tics and making half the force 
Republicans and half Democrats, 
he will go ahead and do it on his 
own. 


"If he can show us he will keep 


or appoint real Republicans, then 
the legislature might consider put- 
ting his system into a law." 


Sevenson's "50-50" plan to split 


police jobs equally among the two 
major parties, with a. merit sys- 
tem board to do the job, has been 
approved by a house committee. 
He says it would take the highway 
police out of politics and make it 
more efficient. 


Some influential Republicans in 


both houses already have served 
notice that they will oppose the 
plan. Some say they believe no 
change is desirable, and that the 
"spoils" method of filling jobs is 
better. 


Should Share Alike 


Carpentier said a sizable group 


in both houses supports him in his 
belief that the governor should 
voluntarily give Republicans an 
equal share of police jobs. 


"He doesn't need a law to do 


it," Carpentier said. "If after two 
years he shows he's doing .what he 
says he will do, and if he isn't 
appointing any phony Republicans, 
we might buy it."

Hoover has spent his entire life 


in government service, ever since1 
he got out of law school.

Nationalization of Steel 


and Iron in Britain Near 


London, May 10 — (AP) — A 


lotly-disputed bill to nationalize 
most of Britain's iron and steel 
ndustry went to the House of 
Lords today. 
It was passed last 


night by the House of Commons. 


The Lords planed to bring the 


measure—main item in the labor 
government's Socialist program— 
Lo early consideration. 
It is ex- 


pected generally the upper cham- 
ber will riddle it with amendments, 
and return it to Commons which 
then will restore it virtually to 
present form, to become law. 


Attack OB Capitalism 


Socialists call the bill an "attack 


on the heart of capitalism," be- 
cause control of iron and steel 
means control essentially of Brit- 
ish manufacturing, from bicycles 
to battleships. 


The bill, proposed by the Labor 


government, went to the House of 
Lords after a consecutive motion 
in Commons to reject it was de- 
feated 330-203. 


It authorizes the government to 


buy the stock of 107 companies, 
but actual direction of the com- 
panies would stay in the hands of 
the men who run them now as 
private enterprises. 
The com- 


panies would work under a govern- 
ment holding corporation, retain- 
ing their present firm names. They 
would be free to compete with one 
another, but not to the point of 
clashing with the holding corpora- 
tion's overall general plan. 


Under the measure the govern- 


ment would pay £300,000,000 <$!,- 


200,000.000) for the stork of the 
107 companies.

employ 300,000 of Britain's 495,000

Howard Rushmore, a reporter 


for the New York Journal Ameri- 
can, said the professors were as- 
sociated with a number of organ- 
izations which he termed Com- 
munist front groups. 


Later, the affidavits were sub- 


mitted to the commission along 
with a letter by Laird Bell, presi- 
dent of the University Board of 
Trustees. 


Bell wrote that 19 of 50 allega- 


tions by Rushmore were false or 
no longer applicable. 


However, Bell agreed with Rush- 


more that professor Wayne Mc- 
Millen belonged since 1944 to the 
Chicago chapter, national council 
of Amercian-Soviet Friendship. 


By a 9 to 2 vote, the commis- 


sion decided to summon McMillen, 
a professor of social service ad- 
ministration, and these other pro- 
fessors:

Spending Cut 
Recommended 


to Congress 


Washington, May 10—(AP) — 


Democrats and Republicans alike 
in congress threw support today 
behind a reported recommenda- 
tion by President Truman's coun- 
cil of economic advisers for a cut 
in government spending. 


The council was said to have 


held, that because of unsettled busi- 
ness conditions it would be safer 
to trim spending than to try any , 
sharp tax increase. 


Responsible officials 
said the 


economists went even further — 
to suggest the possibility of cut- 
ting some excise taxes and of de- 
laying six months a social security 
payroll tax boost scheduled for 
July 1. 


Each of these proposals got con- 


siderable backing from the law- 
makers. 


Up To Truman 


But the final decision on which 


way to turn in the face of obvious- 
ly increasing financial pressure on 
the nation^ economy rests with 
Mr. Truman. Thus far he has re- 
fused to back down on his repeat- 
ed demands for $4,000,000,000 in 
new taxes.
